No. 29-Pres/2015—The President is pleased to direct that the following amendments shall be made in the rules 
governing the award of the President’s Fire Service Medal and Fire Service Medal published in Part-I, Section-1 of the 
Gazette of India of 3L‘ May, 1975 vide Notification No. 41-Pres/75 dated 19* May, 1975, with immediate effect:- 

PRESIDENT’S FIRE SERVICE MEDAL FOR GALLANTRY 

For the existing sub-rule (a) of Rule (5), substitute the following:- 

“All the recipients of this gallantry award shall be entitled to monetary allowance at uniform rates, irrespective of their ranks. 
The rate of monetary allowance for the Medal as also for the Bar to the Medal shall be Rs. 3000/- (Rs. three thousand only) 
per mensem”. 


FIRE SERVICE MEDAL FOR GALLANTRY 
For existing sub-rule (a) of Rule (5), substitute the following:— 

“When awarded for gallantry, the Medal as also the Bar to the Medal shall, subject to the conditions set forth for the 
President’s Fire Service Medal for Gallantry, carry monetary allowance at a uniform rate of Rs. 2000/- (Rs. two thousand 
only) per mensem irrespective of the rank of the recipient. The charges thereof shall be borne by the revenues of the Central 
Ministries/States/Union Territories, and by the respective organizations in respect of personnel belonging to their Fire 
Services”.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 02.09.2008 based on specific information received by Shri Makhan Borah about movement of some ULFA 
extremists in the village Pachim Dihina and Dakhin Singra area, a team of Police and Army jointly launched an operation. 
One outer cordon was laid to block the escape route. During the routine search of the area, two suspected ULFA extremist, on 
seeing the Police party entered into an abandoned house and lobbed one hand grenade at the security force which did not 
explode. SI Makhan Borah repeatedly shouted at the extremists to surrender. However, the extremists who had taken shelter 
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in the house opened fire on the police party. Security personnel also opened fire in self - defence and taking risk of their lives 
advanced towards the extremist as a result of which the extremist, apparently received some injuries on his person. At about 
02.30 PM, SI Makhan Borah displaying exemplary courage alone approached the armed injured extremist at the grave risk of 
his life to rescue him for medical need. SI Makhan Borah succeeded in rescuing the injured extremist and shifted the 
extremist to Hajo Public health centre for treatment where the extremist was declared brought dead by the attending doctor. 
Search was carried out by the security personnel and the following arms and ammunition were recovered. 

1. One Chinese Pistol with the charge Magazine bearing No. 159213 

2. Three live rounds of 9 mm of Chinese Pistol found inside the magazine lot No. R-P38,C2 

3. One Austrain grenade (Unexploded) 

4. Empty Case-2 Nos 

5. One Safety pin of Grenade 

6 . One Grenade lever 

7. Eour empty case of AK-series. 

The extremist neutralized was identified as Deepjyoti Malakar @ Gajen Malakar, s/o Lt. Khagen Malakar of village 
Dkhin Singhra, PS Hajo and was involved in number of explosion and extortion cases. He was also a close associate of SS 
S.M Biswajeet Dutta @ Arup Deka , resident of Nalbari, who is presently holding the charge of area Commander of Hajo 
area under 709 Bn ULEA. 

In this connection a case was registered at Hajo PS vide case NO. 199/08 U.S 20 (B)/121/121 (A)/122/384/307 IPC 
R/W Sec. 25 (1) (A) 27 Arms Act R/W sec. 4/5 of E.S Act and R/W Sec. 10/13 UA (P) Act. 

The operation was conducted in an inhospitable terrain where the attackers had more advantages then the striking 
team personnel. The instant reaction in such a difficult situation and courage shown by Shri Makhan Borah has brought such 
deserved result. 

In this encounter Makhan Borah, Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order. 

This award is made for gallantry under Rule 4 (i) of the Rules governing the award of Police Medal and 
consequently carries with it the special allowance admissible under Rule 5, with effect from 02/09/2008.
